LESLIE  E.  SEAMANS 

1909-1990 

Leslie  Edwin  Seamans,  son  of 
Archie  and  Daisy  Thayer 
Seamans,  was  born  in  Grafton 
on  January  17,  1909  and  died 
on  September  17,1 990.  He  was 
a  lifetime  resident  of  the  town. 
He  attended  schools  in  Grafton 
and  in  order  to  further  his  edu- 
cation he  traveled  by  train  to 
Franklin  earning  money  for 
transportation  and  clothes  by 
trapping  fur  animals  and  doing 
whatever  odd  jobs  were  avail- 
able. His  love  for  the  outdoors  and  knowledge  of  wildlife  came  early  in  life  for 
hunting  and  fishing  were  a  part  of  survival.  Throughout  his  lifetime  he  was  an 
avid  hunter  and  fisherman  with  honest  respect  for  the  ways  of  the  wild. 

Formany  years  he  servedas  Substitute  mail  carrieron  the  ruralroute.  He  worked 
on  Ruggles  mine  for  16  years  and  at  Cummings  Tannery  in  Lebanon.  He  was 
employed  at  Dartmouth  College  when  he  reached  the  mandatory  retirement  age 
and  reluctantly  retired. 

He  was  a  devoted  family  man.  He  and  his  wife,  Marion,  lived  in  their  Grafton 
home  for  52  years.  They  had  three  children:  Arthur,  presently  residing  in 
Lewiston,  ID;  Susan,  living  in  Enfield,  NH;  and  James  of  North  Bend,  WA. 
They  also  have  two  Grandchildren  and  three  Great  Grandchildren,  all  residing 
in  Idaho. 

Les  will  be  best  remembered  for  his  service  to  the  Grafton  Vol.  Fire  Dept..  He 
played  an  important  role  in  the  groundwork  required  in  forming  the  Dept.  in 
1948  and  was  appointed  first  Fire  Chief  of  that  infant  organization.  The  first 
piece  of  equipment  consisted  of  a  homemade  trailer  (put  together  by  Les) 
equipped  with  back  pumps,  pick  axes  and  sundry  forest  fire  fighting  necessities. 
This  trailer  was  housed  in  the  old  town  Hearse  House,  long  since  demolished, 
the  early  Volunteers  held  their  meetings  at  the  town  hall,  then  housed  in  the 
"Center  Meeting  House."  From  that  meager  beginning  has  evolved  our  present 
well  equipped  Fire  Dept.,  still  manned  by  dedicated  Volunteers. 

Being  around  Les  and  listening  to  his  stories,  told  with  that  special  twist  of  dry 
Yankee  humor,  was  something  to  be  remembered.  He  loved  to  reminisce  and 
never  lacked  for  an  audience  when  in  a  story  telling  mood.  He  had  an  affection 
for  his  fellow  man  and  never  refused  to  lend  a  willing  hand  whenever  or 
wherever  it  was  needed.

1990  ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

PROJECTS  FOR  1990: 

WILD  MEADOWS  ROAD  PROJECT:  Removal  of  three  large  Maple  tree 
stumps  and  widening  the  road  where  the  stumps  were  removed.  Installed  proper 
drainage  culverts  in  those  sections.  Re-graveled  the  section  of  this  road  that 
leads  to  the  old  Sulloway  Homestead. 

GIFFORD  HILL  PROJECTS:  Widened  the  section  of  road  between  theFremault 
residence  and  Gifford  Four  corners,  including  three  drain  culverts  and  gravel. 
Also  widened  and  graveled  a  section  of  Gifford  Hill  Road  between  the  Hoit 
Farm  and  the  Four  Corners. 

RIVER  ROAD  PROJECT:  By  the  Arthur  Clark  residence,  a  section  of  road  was 
graveled  and  widened  and  a  drainage  culvert  was  installed. 

KINSMAN  HIGHWAY  PROJECT:  This  ongoing  project,  for  this  year,  started 
at  Tom  Colburn's  driveway  and  concluded  at  the  old  Powell  Farm.  This  project 
included  the  blasting  of  ledge  and  rock,  installing  the  proper  culverts,  and  the 
truck  removal  of  rocks,  ledge,  and  roadside  waste  and  debris  (using  some  of  the 
waste  for  fill  and  the  ledge  for  cribbing).  This  section  of  road,  after  being 
graveled,  concluded  this  year's  improvement  project. 
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This  year's  general  maintenance  work  included  ditching  most  of  the  paved  roads 
that  are  worth  saving  (this  also  included  shimming  wherever  possible  with  hot- 
top  or  cold  patch.  It  is  not  feasible  to  shim  and  reshape  the  paved  roads  that  lack 
a  sufficient  base  underneath.  During  the  summer  months  the  dirt  roads  around 
town  were  graded  and  spot-graveled.  The  small  Galion  Grader  was  in  use  almost 
daily.  The  larger  John  Deere  Grader  was  utilized  for  ditching,  construction 
projects,  and  heavy  grade  work.  We  stock-piled  our  winter  sand  supply. 
Culverts  around  town  were  replaced  as  necessary.  All  roadsides  were  mowed 
with  a  rented  mower.  The  Highway  Department  cleaned  up  the  dump  located  at 
the  Risley  property  on  Hardy  Hill  Road.  We  also  worked  on  projects  at  the 
Grafton  Transfer  S  tation  and  the  Town  Highway  Shed.  Highway  equipment  was 
maintained  and  repaired  as  necessary.  The  road  agent  also  attended  to  driveway 
permits,  various  complaints,  and  mandatory  meetings.

NOTES  - 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  1990 

1990  was  a  year  of  many  changes  for  the  town.  The  board  reluctmtly  accepted 
the  resignation  of  one  of  its  members.  The  fire  department  gained  space  to 
legally  park  the  cars  of  its  members.  The  selectmen  moved  closer  to  finally 
accepting  a  vendor  to  provide  cable  TV.  After  several  years  of  diligent  work,  the 
highway  crew  now  has  a  garage  with  a  heated  floor,  comfortable  restrooms,  and 
much  needed  added  room  to  work  on  the  larger  equipment  that  they  use.  And 
another  segment  of  Kinsman  Highway  was  improved.  Early  in  the  year  Jennie 
Joyce,  who  had  served  capably  as  selectman  for  three  terms,  resigned.  In  her 
place  the  board  appointed  Chester  Martin  who  had  served  as  selectman  the  year 
before. 

Perhaps  the  most  momentous  change  to  occur  was  the  town's  purchase  of  the 
former  McRae  property,  that  abuts  the  fire  station,  at  a  special  town  meeting  in 
December.  Originally  offered  to  the  voters  at  the  annual  town  meeting  for 
$  165,000  and  summarily  voted  down,  the  property  was  eventually  purchased  for 
$65,000.  Between  the  two  town  meetings  lay  a  period  of  time  full  of  strife, 
hostility,  and  frustration.  At  one  point  members  of  the  fire  and  ambulance 
departments  were  warded  off  by  no  trespassing  signs  from  the  parking  area  that 
had  been  in  use  for  over  forty  years.  While  the  town  was  considering  options  to 
pursue  to  avoid  having  members  of  these  departments  park  at  a  considerable 
distance  from  the  fire  house,  the  McRae  property  was  foreclosed  on  in  August. 
At  this  time  the  board  entered  into  negotiations  with  the  bank  to  purchase  the 
property.  The  McRae  property  consists  of  five  acres  of  very  buildable  land,  a  one 
and  a  half  story  cape  with  an  addition  and  shed,  and  a  large  pole  barn.  Not  only 
does  this  acquisition  allow  the  fire  department  room  to  park,  but  on  a  far  larger 
scale,  allows  the  fire  station  to  expand  as  well  as  the  town  eventually  to  develop 
a  municipal  complex  at  some  point  in  the  future.  The  voters  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  foresight  and  boldness  in  approving  this  purchase.  Recogniz- 
ing the  downturn  in  the  economy  and  not  wishing  to  have  an  adverse  impact  on 
the  taxes,  the  selectmen  are  recommending  that  the  note  used  to  purchase  the 
property  be  paid  off  from  funds  contained  in  the  town  hall  improvements  capital 
reserve  fund  with  the  balance  going  toward  maintenance  and  the  initial  devel- 
opment of  office  space  in  the  main  building. 

Perhaps  the  most  often  asked  question  that  "plagues"  our  office  was,  "When  is 
cable  coming  to  Grafton?".  Having  received  authority  from  the  voters  the  year 
before  to  grant  a  franchise  for  cable  TV,  we  proceeded  to  seek  vendors  who 
might  be  interested  in  providing  cable  TV  to  Grafton.  Our  search  was  an 
education  in  itself.  Our  intent  was  to  instill  competition  and  so  to  procure  the  best 
possible  deal  both  for  the  town  and  its  residents,  since  a  franchise  entails  a  fifteen 
year  commitment.  We  contacted  several  cable  TV  companies.  To  our  surprise 
some  of  the  more  established  companies  refused  even  to  consider  offering  their 
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services  to  the  town.  Our  best  response  came  from  fledgling  companies,  but 
eventually  even  they  withdrew  or  offered  services  which  would  have  been  too 
costly.  We  soon  learned  that  Grafton  is  not  exactly  prime  territory  for  a  cable  TV 
franchise.  Most  companies  need  at  least  fifteen  homes  per  mile  to  justify  the 
expense  of  laying  cable.  There  are  few  areas  in  Grafton  which  meet  this 
criterion.  Thus  our  search  returned  to  the  first  vendor,  Cable  One  TV,  who  had 
approached  us  last  year.  Consequently  by  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  fleshed  out 
the  terms  of  a  franchise  to  be  granted  to  Cable  One  TV  (the  franchise  has  since 
been  granted).  Cable  One  TV  is  based  in  Andover.  Its  cable  will  access  Grafton 
via  Wild  Meadows  Road  from  Danbury  and  so  serve  East  Grafton,  down  Route 
4  to  Grafton  Village,  Grafton  Center,  Prescott  Hill,  and  Kilton  Pond  (for 
particulars  a  map  denoting  the  exact  service  area  is  on  file  at  the  office). 
Residents  can  expect  service  to  be  available  by  the  fall  of  1991. 

Every  year  the  budget  bedevils  us,  but  this  coming  year  we  suspect  will 
be  most  worrisome.  With  a  downturn  in  the  economy,  the  taxpayers'  ability  to 
pay  will  be  curtailed.  Further  exacerbating  our  ability  to  fund  town  operations 
and  capital  projects  is  the  school's  voracious  bite  out  of  the  tax  dollar.  Last  year 
school  payments  increased  by  ten  thousand  dollars  per  month  beginning  with 
their  fiscal  year  in  July.  Their  new  budget  estimates  that  an  additional  ten 
thousand  dollars  per  month  can  be  anticipated  this  coming  year!  We  are  being 
squeezed.  In  addition  we  expect  a  shortfall  in  revenues  received  from  the  state. 
The  highway  block  grant  for  this  coming  year  is  anticipated  to  be  approximately 
five  thousand  dollars  less  than  that  of  1990.  In  spite  of  all  this  gloom,  however, 
we  recognize  that  the  town  has  needs  that  must  be  met 

In  support  of  the  fire  department  we  are  recommending  that  an 
additional  $25,000  be  raised  and  deposited  in  the  capital  reserve  fund  for  fire 
station  improvements.  The  present  station  is  barely  large  enough  to  accommo- 
date the  vehicles  that  are  housed  in  it.  Before  the  town  embarks  on  procuring  any 
replacement  vehicles,  additional  head  room  and  width  of  the  stalls  will  have  to 
be  obtained. 

Another  capital  project  that  we  recommend  for  continued  funding  is 
the  bridge  fund.  During  this  past  year  a  new  bridge  was  built  on  River  Road.  This 
bridge  was  built  under  the  auspices  of  the  Federal  Highway  Bridge  Replacement 
Program  under  which  the  Federal  government  paid  for  the  majority  of  the  costs. 
This  was  the  second  bridge  that  we  were  fortunate  to  have  replaced  in  this 
manner.  Unfortunately  this  program  has  since  run  out  of  funds  and  worse  yet, 
the  town  has  several  other  bridges  that  need  either  replacing  or  substantial 
rebuilding.  According  to  recent  state  bridge  inspection  reports  the  most  severely 
deficient  of  our  bridges  is  the  one  on  Riddle  Hill  Road  that  crosses  the  Smith 
River  in  Grafton  Center.  We  have  received  from  the  state  an  estimate  of 
$300,000  to  replace  this  bridge.  Under  their  program,  our  share  of  the  costs 
would  amount  to  $100,000!  Although  there  is  presently  $48,446  in  the  bridge 
replacement  fund,  a  portion  of  this  is  allocated  to  pay  for  our  costs  of  the  River 
Road  bridge.  The  most  viable  solution  will  appear  on  the  warrant  as  a  request 
for  an  appropriation  of  $45,000  to  have  the  abutments  replaced  by  a  private 
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contractor.  This  money  will  be  withdrawn  from  the  bridge  replacement  fund. 
For  many  years  we  have  harped  on  the  lack  of  citizen  participation  in 
town  government.  For  many  years  selectmen  meetings  were  lonely  affairs.  This 
year  saw  a  turnabout.  We  now  found  that  we  had  an  audience  at  most  of  our 
meetings.  The  public  is  invited  and  encouraged  to  attend.  Granted  that  some  of 
the  topics  that  we  grapple  with  are  mundane,  but  then  again  there  are  some  which 
are  most  controversial.  In  closing,  we  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  town 
employees  and  the  volunteers  who  worked  so  hard  to  make  this  past  year  a 
success.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Grafton  for  their  support  at 
town  meeting  and  throughout  the  year.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  calendar  year  1990,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an  average 
number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  fires 
kindled  without  a  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  ,  permit  fires  that 
escaped  control  and  rekindled  fires.  All  these  causes  are  preventable,  but  only 
with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
By  New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RS  A  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm 
or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be 
burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow, 
without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the 
town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done." 

Violations  of  RS  A  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $  1 ,000  and/or  a  year 
in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  paying  all  fire  suppression  costs. 
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The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Divsion  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  towns 
in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1990,  including  a  262  acre  fire  in  Moultonboro 
and  several  fires  in  Hooksett. 

In  1990,  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  trained  844  local 
wardens  and  Deputy  wardens  in  the  Incident  Command  System  (ICS),  an 
incident  management  system  for  all  types  of  emergencies.  In  1 99 1 ,  Wardens  wil 
be  trained  in  the  use  of  Class  A  foam  in  wildfire  supression.

Thirty  six  persons  were  assisted  by  the  Grafton  ambulance  this  past  year.  Of  this 
number  twenty  one  were  medical  emergencies,  thirteen  were  trauma  related, 
and  the  remaining  two  involved  mutual  aid  to  Canaan.  In  addition  to  responding 
to  calls,  several  members  of  the  ambulance  spent  the  Fourth  of  July  manning  the 
ambulance  that  was  set  on  the  recreation  field  as  a  first  aid  station. 

There  are  presently  eight  members  who  comprise  the  squad,  seven  of  whom  are 
EMT's  (emergency  medical  technicians)  and  one  first  responder.  They  include 
Ed  Berrios,  Lorraine  Clough,  Steve  Colbum,  Kathleen  Crawford,  Kenneth 
Cushing,  Wayne  Hackeman,  Eileen  LaLiberte,  and  Judy  Swirski.  Every  two 
years  EMT's  are  required  to  recertify.  During  this  refresher  old  skills  are 
updated  and  reviewed.  Consequently,  several  members  spent  two  nights  a  week 
for  several  weeks  recertifying  at  Canaan,  while  some  attended  a  three-day 
weekend  review  and  testing  at  Bradford.

PLANNING  BOARD  1990

This  year  was  active  and  interesting.  Three  reported  septic  system  failures  were 
looked  into.  One  was  corrected,  one  is  being  installed  now  and  the  third  was 
checked  with  no  problem  found. 

An  abandoned  house  was  checked  to  be  condemned  and  removed.  While  talking 
with  the  State  it  was  found  that  condemning  a  building  was  easy,  but  to  cause 
its  removal  was  very  difficult,  and  almost  impossible. 

Received  were  three  foster  home  renewals.  There  were  four  wells  tested  for 
contamination.  Still  pending  is  an  investigation  to  see  if  any  contaminants  are 
coming  from  a  scrap  metal  yard,  and  a  septic  system  yet  to  be  approved.

GRAFTON  TRANSFER  STATION  1990  REPORT 

The  Transfer  Station's  Recycling  Program  has  come  a  long  way  since  its 
inauguration  on  April  1,  1989. 

Presently,  we  are  recycling  newspapers,  cardboard,  glass,  aluminum  cans, 
copper,  brass  and  scrap  iron  and  tin. 

We  own  two  of  the  containers  at  the  Transfer  Station  and  this  past  year  there  was 
a  small  building  constructed  to  store  our  aluminum  cans,  tools,  and  other 
equipment. 

A  cement  pad  was  poured  this  year  for  one  of  the  containers  to  set  on,  and  two 
more  are  planned  for  construction  in  1991. 

Improvements  were  made  to  the  interior  of  the  Transfer  Station  for  safety 
purposes  and  to  create  better  working  conditions. 

Over  the  past  year  we  have  had  other  town  officials  look  over  our  facilities  and 
all  were  very  surprised  and  impressed  with  what  we  have  for  an  operation,  and 
State  inspectors  have  given  us  high  marks. 

Brush  and  trees  were  cut  this  year,  barrels  were  painted,  signs  were  made  and 
we  cleaned  up  approximately  some  2,500  tires  that  had  accumulated  over  the 
past  three  to  four  years 
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At  the  present  time  we  are  paying  $60.00  a  ton  for  our  rubbish  to  be  dumped  at 
the  landfill  in  Lebanon,  and  we  have  seen  the  tonnage  of  rubbish  increase  on  the 
average  of  20  tons  a  year  over  the  last  few  years.  This  year  we  shipped  out  350 
tons  of  garbage,  and  from  April  1 ,  1989  to  December  3 1 ,  1990  we  have  recycled 
246  thousand  pounds  of  recycleable  materials. 

We  have  been  on  a  voluntary  recycling  program  since  April  1, 1989  and  many 
of  the  town's  residents  have  been  diligent  in  their  efforts  in  supporting  this  type 
of  program,  but  many  have  not. 

The  Selectmen  have  resisted  from  going  to  a  mandatory  recycling  program,  but 
we  may  have  to  if  we  can' t  get  others  of  you  to  earnestly  participate  in  the  present 
system. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  people  who  work  at  the  Transfer  Station  -  S  tu,  Gary, 
Ed  and  Randy  -  for  their  help  in  1990  and  1991. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  all  of  you  who  are  voluntarily  recycling  and 
encourage  more  people  to  do  so,  as  this  would  help  in  decreasing  the  expenses 
for  the  shipping  and  dumping  of  our  general  rubbish  and  generate  greater 
revenues  from  the  saleable  recycleables  and  would  in  turn  help  offset  the  costs 
of  operations  at  the  Transfer  Station.

WELFARE  OFFICER'S  REPORT  1990 

This  part  year  was  a  tough  one  for  Town  welfare.  Sounds  like  a  rerun,  as  of 
December  31st  we  had  approximately  $85.00  of  the  $5000.00  that  was  appro- 
priated. We  have  fourteen  cases  compared  to  eleven  in  1989  and  three  in  1988. 
Fewer  jobs,  rise  in  prices,  delays  in  fuel  assistance,  all  contributed  to  this  factor. 

During  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  holidays  it  was  my  experience  to  see 
the  organizations  and  churches  in  town  working  together  to  give  our  needy  a 
helping  hand,  to  make  their  holidays  more  enjoyable  and  less  stressful.  More 
effort  is  usually  put  upon  the  needy  during  the  holidays,  as  our  awareness  is 
sharper  at  those  times. 

The  purchase  of  the  McRae  property  could  be  a  plus  for  the  town  in  this  area. 
If  we  take  one  of  the  larger  rooms,  equip  it  with  some  shelves,  and  with  the  help 
of  our  organizations  and  other  contributing  individuals,  we  could  have  our  own 
community  food  pantry.  In  the  past  I  have  sent  our  needy  to  Lebanon  and 
Plymouth,  to  their  food  closets.  They  have  been  very  good  to  us  in  this  area. 


Perhaps  after  we  have  become  organized,  we  would  be  able  to  offer  some  types 
of  meats  and  butter,  to  go  along  with  the  dry  and  can  goods.  Many  of  you 
probably  don't  know  that  food  stamps  do  not  provide  for  the  purchase  of  toilet 
tissue  or  cleaning  supplies.  Being  a  welfare  officer,  at  its  best  is  a  hit  or  miss 
situation.  You  can't  know  everything,  but  you  try  to  do  your  best  to  be  an 
accurate  and  fair  judge  of  the  facts  presented. 

PLEASE,  remember  that  people  need  help,  not  only  on  the  holidays,  but  all 
through  the  year.  Any  offers  of  assistance  or  suggestions,  will  be  greatly 
appreciated.

GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Grafton  County: 

FY  1990  has  been  a  year  of  change  for  Grafton  County.  The  retirement  of 
longtime  County  Administrator  William  Siegmund  prompted  the  Commission- 
ers to  reorganize  the  overall  administrative  structure  of  the  County.  Top 
administrative  positions  now  include  the  Executive  Director,  Nursing  Home 
Administrator,  Superintendent  of  Corrections,  Farm  Manager,  and  Superin- 
tendent of  Maintenance.  The  reorganization  has  improved  the  efficiency  and 
effectiveness  of  County  operations  without  increasing  costs. 

The  Sheriff's  Department  has  also  undergone  a  transition  under  the  leadership 
of  Sheriff  Charles  Barry.  The  Dispatch  Center  has  been  upgraded,  courthouse 
security  has  been  improved,  and  an  expanded  training  program  has  been  offered 
to  help  county  and  municipal  law  enforcement  meet  State  requirements.  The 
Department's  work  load  has  continued  to  grow,  reflecting  the  increase  in 
Superior  Court  cases. 

As  a  first  set  in  addressing  space  problems  at  the  Grafton  County  Courthouse, 
the  County  legislative  Delegation  appropriated  $250,000  of  surplus  to  construct 
administrative  offices  between  the  courthouse  and  nursing  home.  The  Com- 
missioners' Office  moved  into  the  new  administrative  building  in  early  January, 
freeing  additional  space  for  the  County  Attorney's  Office  and  the  State  Probation 
and  Parole  Office.  Construction  cost  considerably  iess  than  that  projected  for  an 
addition  to  the  courthouse. 
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Fiscally  Grafton  County  continues  to  be  very  sound.  Working  together,  the 
Commissioners  and  Legislative  Delegation  limited  budget  increases  to  4.4%, 
from  S 1 1 .2  million  in  FY  1990  to  $1 1.7  million  for  FY  1991.  We  are  especially 
pleased  that  the  county  tax  actually  decreased  5%  from  $6.3  million  in  FY  1990 
to  just  $6.0  million  in  FY  1991.  A  budget  surplus  from  the  previous  fiscal  year 
plus  increases  in  nursing  home  revenues  and  Sheriffs  Department  fees  contributed 
to  the  tax  decrease. 

Nevertheless,  property  taxes  continue  to  fund  approximately  half  of  the  County 
budget,  with  the  rest  com  ing  from  a  combination  of  State  and  federal  monies  and 
user  fees.  The  Commissioners,  through  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of 
Counties,  continue  to  monitor  State  legislative  proposals  that  would  increase 
county  costs,  thereby  increasing  local  property  taxes.  During  the  1990  legislative 
session  we  were  effective  in  averting  attempts  to  increase  the  County  share  of 
Medicaid  costs  and  eliminate  the  Medically  Needy  Program,  which  would  have 
forced  counties  to  absorb  nursing  home  costs  for  medically  needy  residents  or 
ask  towns  to  provide  general  assistance. 

During  FY  1990  Grafton  County  also  distributed  a  total  of  $78,836  in  State 
Incentive  Funds  to  programs  that  prevent  out-of-home  placements  of  troubled 
children  and  youth.  Included  were  drug  and  alcohol  abuse  prevention  programs, 
parenting  skills  workshops,  parent  aides,  child  care  training  and  referrals, 
services  to  pregnant  teens,  and  court  diversion  for  first-time  youthful  offenders. 
The  Commissioners  also  expanded  the  County-funded  Youth  and  Family 
Mediation  Program  to  provide  services  county  wide,  adding  the  Plymouth  center 
to  those  in  Lebanon  and  Littleton.  These  efforts  help  limit  county  expenditures 
for  court-ordered  services  to  children  and  youth  ($61 1,462  in  FY  1990). 

The  Grafton  County  Board  of  Commissioners  hold  regular  weekly  meetings  on 
Thursday  at  9:30  a.m.  at  the  Grafton  County  Commissioners  Office  Building. 
Every  fourth  Thursday  afternoon  the  Commissioners  also  meet  at  the  Nursing 
Home,  House  of  Corrections  and  Farm,  followed  by  a  tour  of  each  facility.  All 
meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  and  we  encourage  public  and  press  attendance.

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MASCOMA  HOME  HEALTH  SERVICES 
Town  Report  1990 

We  are  pleased  once  again  to  have  this  opportunity  to  report  on  the  work  done 
by  Mascoma  Home  Health  Services  this  past  year. 

Services  and  programs  have  been  developed  to  meet  the  needs  as  seen  by  the 
local  population  that  we  serve.  To  do  this  we  plan  care  for  each  individual.  It  is 
this  very  individualized  care  that  makes  home  care  so  satisfactory  to  those  who 
need  very  highly  skilled  nursing  care  as  well  as  to  those  who  just  need  some  help 
with  daily  tasks  and  everything  in  between  so  that  they  may  remain  in  their  own 
homes. 

The  agency  also  offers  a  comprehensive  child  health  program  which  includes  a 
well  child  clinic,  parenting  support  groups,  and  parent  aides.  All  of  these 
programs  are  to  help  young  families  care  for  themselves  and  their  children  in  the 
most  positive  way  possible. 

Blood  Pressure  Screenings  Clinics  are  available  monthly  at  the  Senior  Center 
and  a  monthly  Foot  Care  Clinic  at  the  office  on  Main  Street  in  Canaan.  Anyone 
is  welcome  to  come  to  the  clinics  or  if  you  would  like  further  information  just 
give  us  a  call.  We  are  here  for  you. 

This  year  the  professional  staff  has  made  7331  home  visits  in  the  Mascoma 
Valley.

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UPPER  VALLEY  HOUSEHOLD 
HAZARDOUS  WASTE  COMMITTEE 

The  Upper  Valley  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Committee  held  its  seventh 
annual  collection  of  household  hazardous  waste  materials,  May  5,  1990. 

The  1989  annual  collection  served  280  households  and  no  one  had  to  be  turned 
away.  Last  May,  over  340  households  were  served  with  the  help  of  a  20% 
increase  in  budget.  When  our  funds  were  exhausted,  the  hauler  had  to  close 
down,  and  about  100  cars  were  turned  away.  This  increase  in  community 
participation  shows  that  citizens  are  aware  of  the  importance  of  keeping  toxic 
materials  out  of  landfills  and  are  willing  to  support  such  a  program  with  their 
own  efforts. 

The  Committee  receives  the  major  portion  of  its  financial  support  from  regional 
landfills  in  the  Upper  Valley.  In  addition,  contributions  from  local  businesses 
and  organizations,  grants  from  the  states  of  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont,  and 
on-site  donations  have  made  it  possible  for  us  to  conduct  seven  successful 
annual  Collection  Days.  However,  each  year  costs  increase  for  the  federally 
licenses  hauler,  for  the  trained  certified  chemists  on  site  and  for  the  disposal  of 
the  hazardous  materials  at  out-f-state  licenses  facilities.  This  year,  the  Commit- 
tee is  looking  for  additional  funds  so  that  all  residents  who  come  to  the  site  can 
be  served. 

The  next  Collection  Day  will  be  held  May  4, 199 1 .  Area  residents  are  welcome.

TRI-COUNTY  COMMUNITY 

ACTION  PROGRAM  SERVICES 

Outreach  is  the  field  services  arm  of  the  agency.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is 
to  assist  low-income,  elderly  and  handicapped  persons  to  solve  individual 
problems  and  meet  basic  needs  through  individual  and/or  group  self-help 
efforts.  The  town  of  Grafton  is  served  by  the  CAP  Outreach  site  LISTEN,  Inc. 
which  is  based  in  Lebanon 

Tri-County  CAP  has  experienced  a  reduction  in  federal  funds  which  previously 
supported  the  Outreach  Program.  Support  from  each  town  is  needed  now  more 
than  ever.  Tri-County  CAP  is  able  to  keep  the  request  for  funds  from  the  towns 
modest,  at  this  time,  as  a  result  of  a  small  grant  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
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to  assist  homeless  persons  throughout  the  northern  three  counties.

SUMMARY 

During  the  past  twelve  months,  186  individuals  have  been  served  by  CAP 
Outreach  services  in  Grafton  through  the  local  CAP  site,  LISTEN.  The  dollar 
value  for  direct  client  assistance  (financial  grants  or  food  goods)  was 
$17,592.  Tri-County  Community  Action  Program's  1991  request  for  $531  in 
funding  represents  a  fair  and  efficient  use  of  town  funds. 
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HOUSING  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM  REPORT 

In  September  of  1989,  the  Town  of  Grafton  was  awarded  350,000  in  Federal 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG)  funds  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Office  of  State  Planning  to  provide  assistance  to  improve  housing  conditions  for 
eligible  residents.  The  program  is  nearing  completion  with  all  the  goals  to  be 
completed  by  the  grant  end  date  of  June  30,  1991.  These  goals  are: 

to  rehabilitate  a  minimum  of  20  sub-standard  housing  units  occupied  by  low 
and  moderate  income  households 

to  replace  3  non-rehabilitatable  housing  units  with  used  HUD  approved 
mobile  homes. 

As  of  January  31, 1991,  fourteen  housing  rehabilitation  and  all  three  relocation 
units  have  been  completed.  Six  more  housing  rehabilitation  units  are  under 
contract  and  the  construction  work  has  begun  on  all  six  units. 

There  were  more  eligible  applicants  for  assistance  than  funds  available,  therefore, 
in  January,  1991,  the  Town  submitted  another  CDBG  application  for  more 
housing  rehabilitation  assistance.  Notification  regarding  this  second  round  of 
funding  will  be  made  by  the  State  towards  the  end  of  April.

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UPPER  VALLEY-LAKE  SUNAPEE  COUNCIL 
1990  REPORT  TO  MEMBER  COMMUNITIES 

There  are  nine  Regional  Planning  Commissions  in  New  Hampshire  and  12  in 
Vermont.  Like  the  others,  the  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  private, 
non-profit  corporation  enabled  by  state  legislation. 

Overall,  our  duties  fall  into  two  categories: 

•  Provide  services  to  member  Towns 

•  Address  regional  issues. 

Services  to  Towns 

Four  types  of  basic  services  are  available  to  member  Towns: 

•  Information:  we  maintain  a  library  of  pertinent  planning  information,  and 
have  a  capable  staff  with  expertise  in  many  areas  of  planning. 

•  Advice:  perhaps  our  most  valuable  service.  We  spend  a  lot  of  time  on  the 
telephone  and  in  our  office  simply  giving  advice  on  planning  issues,  based  on 
our  cumulative  experience  and  expertise. 

•  Hands-On  Help:  "hands-on"  services  are  one  step  beyond  advice.  Examples 
include:  reviewing  an  ordinance,  providing  a  linkage  to  a  state  or  federal 
program,  reviewing  a  proposed  development  project,  explaining  how  a 
certain  aspect  of  planning  usually  works  and  investigating  what  is  appropriate 
in  a  given  situation,  exploring  alternative  solutions  for  a  particular  problem. 

•  In-Depth  Support:  we  do  transportation  planning,  master  plans,  ordinances, 
natural  resource  planning,  capital  improvement  programs,  impact  fee  studies, 
opinion  surveys,  impact  studies  for  large  projects,  and  other  special  studies  of 
many  sorts.  A  number  of  towns  also  take  advantage  of  our  circuit  rider 
planning  program.  Usually,  we  must  charge  in  addition  to  dues  for  support  in 
depth,  to  meet  our  expenses  and  break  even.  This  type  of  support  is  available 
only  to  member  communities  (we  do  not  do  any  work  for  private  companies 
or  individuals),  and  at  far  less  cost  than  comparable  expertise  from  a  private 
consulting  firm. 

Regional  Issues 
We  also  provide  a  forum  for  regional  issues.  Currently  we  are  working 
regionally  on  community  development,  economic  development,  solid  waste, 
hazardous  waste,  transportation,  housing,  and  studies  related  to  Lake  Sunapee 
and  the  Connecticut  River.  We  are  almost  always  able  to  support  these  efforts 
with  state  funds  and/or  special  grants.  Some  of  the  state  funding  does  vary 
depending  on  how  much  local  support  we  have  via  dues.
